I resumed  my  position  as  your  Medical  Officer  with  effect 
from  1st  October  1945,  having  been  embodied  with  my  Territorial 
Unit  on  the  25th  August  1939. 


My  last  a s'.ocia t ion  with  the  Urban  District  had  been  at 
the  First  Aid  Post  on  the  night  of  24th  August  1939.  I left  the 
Post  with  confidence  and  pride  in  the  personnel,  and  it  w=>o  a 
peculiar  pleasure  to  me  to  be  kept  in  touch  with  them  throughout 
the  War,  through  their  admirable  Secretary,  Mrs.  Iddon,  and  my 
friend  and  c olleagsee  Mr e Bridge.  To  these,  and  to  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Was  Yearn*  Dr,  Dodd,  Dr.  Robertson,  Dr.  Jessie 
Daviuoon,  •ad  Dm  Woods,  our  thanks  are  due,  and  I write  my  first

Only  with  some  hesitation  do  I record  the  impressions 
of  one  returned  ex-serviceman.  My  first  care  in  this  Area  has 
always  been  the  children,  for  whom  I w«s  primarily  employed  by 
the  County  Authority  when  I came  here  in  1934. 

In  your  Urb°n  District  of  which  I wrote  in  my  Annual 
Rupert  for  1938,  unemployment was  rife,  and  family  incomes  low. 

Up  till  the  end  of  1945  wc  may  say  that  unemployment  was  nil 
and  wage s high.  Have  the  children  benefitted,  and  arc  they 
better  new  than  then?. 

On  resuming  duty  in  October  1945,  I was  dismayed  at  the 
falling  off  of  tbs  standards  of  Rome  Caro  which  wa.s  evident: 
and  which  I find  alluded  to  in  the  Reports  for  1941  and  1942 
by  Dr,  Dodd,  and  that  for  1943  by  Dr.  Robertson,  As. I write

It  ms  a grave  matter  to  remove  children  from  their  parents 
on  oho  grounds  of  neglect;  and  before  one  does  so  many  visits  must 
bo  paid  and  man/  opportunities  of  reform  must  be  offered.  (A  few  have 
taken  eleventh- n our  hoed  to  warnings  and  have  maintained  improvement, 
to  the  enormous  benefit  of  the  children  concerned.)  So  the  pursuit  of 
a few  families  is  occupying  half  the  time  available  for  all  Public 
Health  activity,  to  the  detriment  of  more  obvious  and  necessary  work. 
For,  for  evc-r-y  visit  and  letter  of  admonition  to  recalcitrant  families, 
the  routine  care  of  two  or  thre^  wnolosome  families  must  be  foregone 
or  postponed,  often  for  a long  time. 

This  is  a situation  which  "has  no  future  to  it",  and  one  to 
which  Public  Opinion  must  call  a halt. 

Why  do  I enlarge  on  these  matters  here?  Because  the  people 
i refer  to  are  handicapping  our  efforts  for  Child  Welfare  and  gonoral 
Publ.mc  Health  work  in  the  way  I have  described,  and  the  Council  should 
know  it ,

On  the  day  I write  this,  I have  seen  6 children  of  one  family 
sane  school  in  Clayton- lo-Moors , all  with  infested  heads,  and 
re cords  show  that  they  have  never  been  otherwise  since  they  came 
ears  ago.  (Your  children  may  sit  beside  them.)  Yet  this  is  my 
•Holt  to  this  school  in  14  months  because  I am  having  to  spend 
h time  on  other  malefactors. 


What  can  the  Council  do?  If  nothing  else,  it  can  try  to  be 
p-  talent  with  a Health  Staff  who  cannot  do  everything  at  once.  .Many 
important  aspects  of  Health  work  arc  having  to  wait  for  attention  - 
tie  control  of  milk  and  milk  products,  for  example,  is  a matter 
deserving  more  care.  An  enlightened  Public  Opinion  can  givo  most 
■ ".-c  our  aging  support.  Your  help  will  continue  to  be  needed,  and  to 
be  appreciated  fully,  as  wc  persevere  with  our  efforts  to  get  every 
child  the  measure  of  health  it  should  have.

The  general  observations  as  to  housing  conditions 
are  as  follows:- 

The  majority  of  the  houses  «=re  stone  built,  of  the 
working  class  type,  without  the  essential  amenities  such  as  bath 
^nd  indoor  W.C.'s.  A l^rge  proportion  of  the  W.C.'s  being  of  the 
waste  water  flush  type,  and  situated  in  the  back  yard,  some 
little  distance  from  the  back  door. 

C-round  dampness  exists  extensively,  in  some  cases 
permeating  internal  walls  to  a height  of  three  feet. 

There  arc  no  b»ck  to  bQck  houses. 

Overcrowding  is  not  excessive,  but  there  are  many  houses 
containing  two  or  more  families,  and  to  meet  the  demand  of  ex- 
euc vicemen  married  during  the  l°st  war,  and  those  with  mixed 
families,  the  Council  contemplate  erecting  at  some  future  period 
120  houses  of  the  3 bedroom  type. 

There  are  however,  «t  the  moment,  8 bungalows  being 
erected  for  °ged  people,  which  it  is  hoped  will  release  certain 
large  houses  for  families,  =>nd  another  8 houses  are  to  be  erected 
in  the  near  future,  again  with  priority  to  exservicemen  and  women. 

There  h^s  been  no  important  change  in  the  population 
during  1945,  but  a l^rgo  works  previously  on  war  production  has 
now  been  taken  over  for  artificial  silk  manufacturing,  with  a 
probable  influx  of  workpeople,  desirous  of  living  near  their  work.
